Listing of Claims: 

1. (Currently Amended) A resealable pet food dispense r, said dispens e r comprising a 
housing and a single resealable opening therein, said housing containing configur e d for r e taining 
and controllably dispensing a selected amount of a flowable pet food through said single 
resealable opening, wherein [[the]] said flowable pet food having a water activity that ranges 
jfrom about 0.8 to 0.875 [[is]] remains stable at ambient temperatures for multiple servings for at 
least about [[1]] 4 days to about 1 month after [[the]] said single resealable opening is initially 
unseale d: and 

wherein after initially unsealing said single resealable opening, said dispenser is resealed 

with additional amounts of said flowable pet food sealed therein for dispensing at a later time 
while said flowable pet food remains stable . 

2. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein at least a portion of 
said housing is flexible. 

3. (Withdrawn) The resealable pet food dispenser in Claim 1, wherein said housing is a 
bellowed housing. 

4. (Withdrawn) The resealable pet food dispenser in Claim 1, wherein said housing is a 
gusseted housing. 

5. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein said dispenser has a 
volume that ranges fi-om about 50 milliliters to about 2000 milliliters. 
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6. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein said dispenser 
comprises at least one surface upon which said dispenser can stand on end in an upright position 
without any extemal support. 

7. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, further comprising a closure 
member positioned about said opening for sealing and unseahng said resealable opening. 

8. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 7, wherein said closure 
comprises a base member and a cap member. 

9. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 8, wherein said base member 
and said cap member are operatively connected to each other with a hinge member. 

10. (Withdrawn) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 7, wherein said closure 
comprises a screw cap comprising threads. 

11. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein said housing is 
fabricated from at least one of: metals and alloys thereof, polypropylene, polyethylene, high 
density polyethylene, low density polyethylene, and linear low density polyethylenes, 
polystyrene, high impact polystyrene, polytetrafluoro-ethylene, polypropylene, poly (4- 
methylbutene), polystyrene, poly(ethylene terephthalate), polyolefin, polycarbonate, 
polyacrylamide, polyacrylate, polymethacrylate, polyesters, PVC, PVC blends, nylon and 
paperboard, and combinations thereof 

12. (Withdrawn) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein said opening 
comprises a spout. 

13. (Original) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein said opening 
ranges from about Ya inch to about 1 inch in diameter. 
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14. (Withdrawn) A pet food dispenser comprising: 

a flexible food container having joined walls and defining a food discharge 

opening; 

a closure attachment region surrounding said food charge opening; and 
a releasable closure on said flexible food container for opening and closing said 
food discharge opening, said releasable closure including a base member and a cap member, 
wherein said base member operatively engages said closure attachment region and wherein said 
cap member seals said discharge opening and permits the container to be used for shipping, 
storing, selling and dispensing of food product. 

15. (Currently Amended) A prefilled pet food dispense r, said pr e fill e d p e t food 
disp e ns e r comprising: 

a housing and a resealable opening therein, said housing configured for retaining 
and controUably dispensing a selected amount of a nutritionally balanced flowable pet food 
through said resealable opening; and 

an amount of [[the]] said nutritionally balanced flowable pet food retained within 
[[the]] said h ousing, wherein [[the]] said nutritionally balanced flowable pet food having a water 
activity that ranges from about 0.8 a^ to 0.875 aw [[is]] remains stable at ambient temperatures 
for use at a later date for at least about [[1]] 4 days to about 1 month after [[the]] said r esealable 
opening is initially unsealed. 

16. (Original) The prefilled pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein said flowable pet 
food has a viscosity that ranges from about 80,000 cPs to about 1,000,000 cPs. 

17. (Currently amended) The prefilled pet food dispenser of Claim 15, wherein said 
flowable pet food has wat e r activity that rang e s from about 0.8 to about 0.95 a preservative and 
antioxidant system that includes at least one of propyl paraben or methyl paraben .

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20. (Previously presented) The prefiUed pet food dispenser of Claim 15, wherein said 
nutritionally balanced flowable pet food is a nutritionally balanced flowable cat food. 

21. (Previously presented) The prefiUed pet food dispenser of Claim 15, wherein said 
dispenser is prefiUed with a plurality of single servings of the pet food. 

22. (Withdrawn) A Nutritionally balanced, ambient temperature stable flowable pet 
food, said nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food comprising: 

(a) a broth component, 

(b) at least one beef, poultry, fish or egg component, and 

(c) a preservative and antioxidant system effective to stably maintain said 
nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food at ambient temperature for at least 
about 1 day to about 1 month after opening. 

23. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, wherein said preservative and antioxidant system comprises at least one of: mixed 
tocopherols, tetra sodiimi EDTA, propyl paraben, methyl paraben, glycerin, sorbic acid, and its 
salts, BHT, BHA, vitamin E, rosemary extract, citric acid, inorganic acid, organic acid and 
combinations thereof 

24. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 23, wherein said preservative and antioxidant system comprises each of: mixed 
tocopherols, tetra sodium EDTA, propyl paraben, methyl paraben, glycerin, sorbic acid, and its 
salts, BHT, BHA, vitamin E, rosemary extract, citric acid, inorganic acid and organic acid. 

25. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, fiirther comprising a vitamin component. 

26. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, fiirther comprising an amino acid component. 
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27. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, further comprising a fat component. 

28. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, wherein said nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food has a pH that 
ranges from about 4 to about 6. 

29. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, wherein said nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food has a viscosity 
that ranges form about 80,000 cPs to about cPs. 

30. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, wherein said nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food has a water 
activity that ranges from about 0.8 to about 0.95. 

31. (Withdrawn) The nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food of 
Claim 22, wherein said nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable pet food is 
nutritionally balanced ambient temperature stable cat food. 

32. (Currently Amended) A method of retaining and dispensing a controllable amount 
of a flowable pet foo d, said method comprising: 

retaining an amount of the flowable pet food in a resealable pet food dispenser 
comprising a housing and a resealable opening therein, wherein the flowable pet food has a water 
activitv that ranges from about 0.8 a^ to 0.875 a «^and [[is]] remains stable at ambient 
temperatures for multiple servings for at least about [[1]] 4 days to about 1 month after [[the]] 
said r esealable opening is initially unsealed, and 

controUably dispensing a selected amount of the flowable pet food through said 
resealable opening. 
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33. (Original) The method of Claim 32, wherein said controUably dispensing comprises 
applying pressure to said housing. 

34. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 32, wherein said housing is a bellowed housing 
and said controllable dispensing comprises collapsing at least a portion of said bellowed housing. 

35. (Canceled) 

36. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 34, wherein said flowable pet food is cat food. 

37. (Currently Amended) A method for providing a pet food product to a recipientrsad 
m e thod comprising the steps of: 

filling a flexible food container comprising an resealable opening with a 
predetermined amount of said pet food product, wherein said pet food product is a flowable pet 
food that has a water activity that ranges from about 0.8 aw to 0.875 av^and [[is]] remains stable 
at ambient temperatures for multiple servings for at least about [[1]] 4 days to about 1 month 
after [[the]] said r esealable opening is initially unsealed; and 

releasably seahng [[the]] said resealable opening of said flexible food container 
with a releasable closure before and after said resealable opening is initially unsealed : 

opening said releasable closure and dispensing one or more servings of said 
flowable pet food on a variety of dates between 4 days to about 1 month after said resealable 
opening is initially unsealed ; and 

wherein [[said]] the method permits said flexible food container to be used for 
shipping, storing, selling and dispensing of [[the]] said flowable pet food. 

38. (Currently amended) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 1, wherein the 
flowable pet food comprises: 

a broth component; 

at least one beef, poultry, fish, or egg component; and 
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a preservative and antioxidant system effective to stably maintain the flowable pet 
food at ambient temperature for at least about [[1]] 4 days to about 1 month after the single 
resealable opening is initially unsealed. 

39. (Previously presented) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 38, wherein the 
preservative and antioxidant system comprises at least one of: mixed tocopherols, tetra sodium 
EDTA, propyl paraben, methyl paraben, glycerin, sorbic acid, and its salts, BHT, BHA, vitamin 
E, rosemary extract, citric acid, inorganic acid, organic acid and combinations thereof 

40. (Previously presented) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 38, wherein the 
preservative and antioxidant system comprises each of: mixed tocopherols, tetra sodium EDTA, 
propyl paraben, methyl paraben, glycerin, sorbic acid, and its salts, BHT, BHA, vitamin E, 
rosemary extract, citric acid, inorganic acid and organic acid. 

41. (Previously presented) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 38, wherein the 
flowable pet food further comprises a vitamin component. 

42. (Previously presented) The resealable pet food dispenser of Claim 38, wherein the 
flowable pet food further comprises an amino acid component. 

43. (Previously presented) The resealable pet food dispenser of claim 38, wherein the 
flowable pet food further comprises a fat component. 

44. (Previously presented) The resealable pet food dispenser of 1, wherein the flowable 
pet food has a pH that ranges from about 4 to about 6. 
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
